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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to a Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE) submitted 11/19/2009. Claims 28-49 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record (Burns US 2003/0004852 A1) teaches receiving by a 
computing device a current highest bid price and a current lowest ask price for a 
tradable object from an electronic exchange and displaying via the computing device 
the plurality of values along a value axis. Even though, the prior art of record teaches a 
method for displaying market information on a graphical user interface performing the 
above mentioned steps, the prior art of record fails to teach computing a plurality of 
values based on a long or short position wherein each of the values represents a profit 
or loss if the long or short position is closed at a price level and displaying a first 
indicator at a first location corresponding to a first value along the value axis wherein 
the first indicator represents a particular price and the first value represents a profit or 
loss incurred by the user if the long or short position is closed at the particular price and 
moving the first indicator relative to the value axis to a second location corresponding to 
a second value along the value axis responsive to receipt of an update to the particular 
price. For these reasons claims 28 and 39 are deemed to be allowable over the prior 
art of record, and claims 29-38 and 40-49 are allowed by dependency.
